Details scarce in shooting 

Knife-wielding suspect in hospital after being shot 


pepper spray did not work 

• Late Friday afternoon officials with Alberta's Serious Incident Re¬ 
sponse Team, which investigates all police shootings, briefed re¬ 
porters on the incident. They said police had been called to the 
scene around 9:15 a.m. after reports of a man brandishing a knife. 
Officers used tried using pepper spray on the man to subdue him, 
but it seemed to have no effect, they said. 

• It was initially reported the man was standing outside a McDon¬ 
ald's waving a knife. When the officers arrived it was reported he 
was attempting to enter a residence. Police instructed the man to 
put down knife. After he refused he was shot twice.

Investigators with the 
province's internal police 
watchdog remain 
tightlipped over the identi¬ 
fication of a knife-wielding 
man that was shot outside 
the Abbotsfield Mall Friday 
morning. 

The Alberta Serious Inci¬ 
dent Response Team will on¬ 
ly reveal the man is a 26- 
year-old aboriginal who has 
an address in the city’s 
northeast, said Andy Weiler, 
a spokesman for the 
province’s solicitor general’s 
office yesterday. 


Weiler says investigators 
won’t reveal the man’s full 
identity until they wrap up 
their investigation. 

Edmonton police shot the 
man after demanding a 
number of times that he 
drop a butcher knife he was 


carrying. It was reported 
that the man was trying to 
enter a residential area 
around 9 a.m. 

Weiler says the man, who 
hasn’t been charged, is in 
hospital in critical but stable 
condition. Weiler says inves¬ 


tigators interviewed 15 to 20 
witnesses Friday, along with 
collecting some evidence at 
the scene. “We continuing 
with more interviews, as we 
did (Saturday),” said Weiler 
yesterday. 

The incident comes about a 
month after Mounties in Veg- 
reville fatally shot a man after 
a high-speed chase in the 
small town east of Edmonton. 

Leo Raymond Poulin, 59, 
was shot and killed by Vegre- 
ville RCMP after he refused 
police demands to drop a 
shotgun he was carrying.

“We were taken to the 
police holding facility and 
interrogated for several 
hours before we were de¬ 
ported,” the environmen¬ 
tal campaigner told CTV in 
a telephone interview af¬ 
ter he unfurled a protest 
banner in China’s capital. 

“...They ransacked our 
entire apartment.”

contract Hundreds of 
health support staff and ad¬ 
ministration employees in 
the Edmonton region are ex¬ 
pected to stage a rally in the 
front steps of the province’s 
new health superboard 
headquarters this afternoon 
because of a lack of contract. 

AUPE Local 54, which 
represents workers that 
provide administrative, 
housekeeping, dietary and 
maintenance services in 
the Capital Region, say 
they’re angry that no agree¬ 
ment has been reached. 

Doug Knight, president of 
the Alberta Union of Provin¬ 
cial Employees, says the 
workers will be supported 
by health care employees. 

“Health care employers 
throughout Alberta need to 
show these important em¬ 
ployees that their work is 
given the same value as 
other health care workers,” 
said Knight in a release.

Group backs out of crashing funeral

A controversial U.S. church 
group that had planned a 
protest outside of a funer¬ 
al for a slain carnival work¬ 
er Saturday backed out for 
fear of being arrested, said 
one member yesterday. 

Shirley Phelps-Roper, the 
daughter of the founding 
member of the Kansas-based 
Westboro Baptist Church, 
says six youths and an adult 
did make it through the bor¬ 
der to picket outside of Tim 
McLean’s funeral in Win¬ 


nipeg, but the church 
changed its mind at the last 
minute be¬ 
cause “laws 
in Canada do 
not protect 
their right to 
protest.” 

The West¬ 
boro mem¬ 
bers made it 
through the 
border, de¬ 
spite an alert that was re¬ 
portedly issued by Public 
Safety Minister Stockwell 
Day to Canadian border 
guards to keep the group 
out of Canada. 


They also passed up their 
plan to parade about with 
signs reading: “God hates 
Canada.” 

“We’re not martyrs, 
we’re just servants of the 
living god,” said Phelps- 
Roper during a phone in¬ 
terview with Metro. 

“What possible reason 
would there be in letting 
them be arrested.” 

Phelps-Roper wouldn’t 
confirm if there were some 
members observing the fu¬ 
neral. 

The group has angered 
Canadians from coast-to- 
coast by planning to stage a 


protest at McLean’s funeral, 
claiming the 22-year-old 
man, beheaded on a Grey¬ 
hound bus, “deserved his 
fate” since he lived an “im¬ 
moral and godless life like 
other Canadians.” 

Hundreds of people 
flocked outside of the 
church to block the group 
that has been known to 
protest outside of military 
funerals in the U.S. 

Over 600 people, mean¬ 
while, reportedly showed 
out to pay respects to 
McLean Saturday where 
his uncle described the 
travelling carnival worker 


as a friendly, kind and car¬ 
ing person. 

Alex McLean said his 
nephew always made new 
friends and “his love for 
friends was easy to see.” 

Vincent Weiguang Li, a 40- 
year-old Edmonton resident, 
has been charged with sec¬ 
ond-degree murder in rela¬ 
tion to McLean’s death. Li is 
expected to be back in court 
Sept. 8 after he undergoes a 
psychiatric evaluation that 
has been ordered by a judge.

After chemotherapy 
ravaged her body a year 
ago, Carolyn Sturgess lost 
all her toenails before she 
crossed the finish line of 
the Weekend to End 
Breast Cancer walk. 

This year, she says she’s 
happy she only lost two. 

In 2006, Sturgess discov¬ 
ered a lump in her breast 
while breastfeeding her 
son. By the time doctors 
determined she had breast 
cancer, it had spread all 
over her body. 

“It’s not curable anymore, 
it’s only treatable,” she said, 
pointing to tumours grow¬ 
ing on her ribs, spine, 
shoulder and femur. 

After being told she may 
not live through the dis¬ 
ease, Sturgess said she was

devastated. 

“Your world is thrown to 
pieces when you find out. 
You wish you could take 
back that day and relive 
everything you’ve done till 
then,” she said. “You auto¬ 
matically believe you’re 
dead and gone.” 

A few years later, and 
Sturgess is far from dead and 
gone. She and 11 teammates 
walked 60 kms in the 
scorching heat over the 
weekend, along with 900 
other participants who 
raised $2.1 million for can¬ 
cer research and treatment. 

Sturgess’ team, Team 


Gully, raised $33,000. 

“It’s events like these 
that are going to extend 
that list of treatment op¬ 
tions for me,” she said. 


Hundreds of walkers 
marched onto Northlands 
Park grounds yesterday in a 
sea of pink. Emotions ran 
high as loved ones wel¬ 


ls corned exhausted walkers 
I on to the pink carpet, hand¬ 
ing out high fives, hugs, and 
shedding a river of tears. 

“If my mom were here to¬ 
day, she’d be so happy,” Kar- 
lie Carter said through tears. 

Carter’s mother, Sharon 
Haynes, died from breast 
cancer one year ago. She 
said if fundraising events 
didn’t take place, she 
wouldn’t have lived five 
years with the disease. 

The money raised in the 
event will benefit the Alber¬ 
ta Cancer Foundation. 
Thanks to donations and 
support, the foundation has 
raised over $17 million in 
the past three years. 

“Next year, if I’m 
around, hopefully I’ll just 
have blisters and keep all 
my toenails,” Sturgess said. 
“I just want to stay alive 
long enough until they 
find a cure.”

A sea of dazzling colour 
and hip-shaking rhythm 
flooded Jasper Avenue 
this weekend, kicking off 
Cariwest Festival 2008. 

The 24th annual 
Caribbean Arts Festival 
was one for the record 
books, event organizers 
said, drawing in thousands 
of weekend warriors, giv¬ 
ing them a taste of diversi¬ 
ty and the Caribbean right 
here in Alberta. 

“We had feathers, 
sparkles and amazing 
colours,” said director 
Shennella Fraser, from 
Churchill Square yester¬ 
day afternoon. “It was ab¬ 
solutely gorgeous.” 

The festival, which 
tends to heat up the inner- 
city this time of year, 
needed no help with tem¬ 
peratures soaring above 30 
C. 

“A lot of people joined in 
the parade,” Fraser said 
with a laugh. “People 
danced all the way down 
Jasper Avenue all the way 
to Churchill Square in the 
unbelievable heat.” 

The festival wrapped up 
on the square yesterday, 
with live music, dancing, 
and a mouth-watering se¬ 
lection of Caribbean food 
and entertainment. 

“Who doesn’t love a 
good steel drum band?” 
Fraser asked, while steel

drummers played rhyth¬ 
mically in the background. 

Fraser says the festival is 
hugely important to the 
lineup of summer festi¬ 
vals, and that every year, 
more first-timers get a 
taste of Caribbean culture 
and cultural diversity. 

“It’s a blend of the Cana¬ 
dian culture mixed in with 
our culture,” she said. “It 


keeps getting better and 
better. Plus, next year is 
our 25th anniversary, so 
we’re really going to go 
big.” 

John Salier looked up 
from a plate of traditional 
Caribbean food, and said, 
“I can’t believe what I’m 
eating!” 

One by one, he popped 
pieces of fried plantaine in 
his mouth, marvelling 
about the deliciousness of 
what are, essentially, 
chopped and deep-fried 
bananas. 

“I’ve never been to the 
Caribbean before,” he said. 
“Things like this make me 
want to go and check out 
more of the culture, espe¬ 
cially if the food is this 
good.”

Even though the spirit of 
the Edmonton Folk Music 
Festival remains one of let¬ 
ting your hair down (or 
matting it up into dread- 
lock beehives), it doesn’t 
preclude it from being a 
festival with certain pre¬ 
tentions. Not the least of 
which is just how “folk” 
the fest is these days. 

The punctuation mark 
was stamped by Hawksley 
Workman on Friday night, 
announcing he and the 
band just wanted to play a 
few songs they liked. His 
straight-up covers of Led 
Zeppelin and the Who sent 
the couple in front of me 
packing and it’s too bad 
they didn’t stay for his spot- 
on rendition of Queen and 
Bowie’s “Under Pressure.” 
Still, looking around, Work¬ 


man’s set actually disrupted 
the Gallagher Park tarp tap¬ 
estry in a few places. 

Yes, it was rock ‘n’ rolla 
and not granola, admits fes¬ 
tival producer Terry Wick¬ 
ham. Still, in his festival’s 
defence, he contends the 
idea of what roots music is 
needs grow over time. 

“Who’s to say that 100 
years from now Zeppelin 
and the Who won’t be con¬ 
sidered folk music?” Wick¬ 
ham asks. “But that is 
Hawksley. He also did a 
Jackson 5 cover — it’s im¬ 
portant to have a sense of 
humour, a sense of fun. And 
of the 65 or so musical acts 
we had booked this year, 55 
of them were still definitely 
folk artists: the Peatbog 
Faeries, Maya Brennan, 
Martha Wainwright. 

“But if you’re asking me 
whether I’m consciously 
booking acts like Broken 
Social Scene and Cat Power 


to attract an 18- to 25-year- 
old demographic, to bring 
some that rock crowd into 
the folk scene, then the an¬ 
swer is absolutely and un- 
apologetically yes.” 

Aside from very few peo¬ 
ple, those dyed-in-the- 
humanely-sheared-wool 
folk aficionados, most of 
the 85,000 who attended 
over four-day event would 
likely agree that Wickham’s 
formula for the 29th edition 
was a success story — yet 
again. And it’s acts like Bro¬ 
ken Social Scene, who 
played yesterday’s main 
stage, that truly seemed to 
get what the folk fest is all 
about: plan nothing, just 
play. The wandering is the 
thing really, the potpourri 
— or Wickham’s idea that 
rock, folk, hippies and yup¬ 
pies can be in perfect har¬ 
mony in Edmonton’s sum¬ 
mer church just once a year. 
Hallelujah indeed.

Massive propane explosion rocks Toronto neighbourhood, forces evacuation 


As the flames died down 
from yesterday’s massive 
series of explosions at a 
Toronto propane plant, 
they left behind a cloud of 
outrage. 

Thousands of people, 
forced to flee their homes, 
are demanding answers 
from the city as to why 
Sunrise Propane Industrial 
Gases was allowed three 
years ago to build a distri¬ 
bution plant in a long-es¬ 
tablished residential area 
in Toronto 

A 25-year veteran of the 
fire department, Bob Leek, 
died fighting the conflagra¬ 
tion. A Sunrise employee 
was missing and believed 
also to have died. 

He reportedly was last 
seen heading toward the 
fire.

“Private contractors rou¬ 
tinely operate within the 
battle space and they pro¬ 
vide essential security to a 
lot of development and 
stabilization groups,” he

Georgia said Russian war¬ 
planes attacked more tar¬ 
gets near its capital, Tbil¬ 
isi, early Monday while 
U.S. President George W. 
Bush condemned 
Moscow's "disproportion¬ 
ate response" to the 
South Ossetian crisis. 

Russian planes bombed 
a military base and radar 
installation, the interior 
ministry said, shortly af¬ 
ter France's foreign minis¬ 
ter arrived in Georgia on a 
mediation mission. 

"There were two bomb¬ 
ings. One at the Kojori 
militaiy base and another 
on Mt. Malchata. As far as I 
know there are no casual¬ 
ties," Interior Ministiy 
spokesman Shota Uti- 
ashvili told Reuters. 

It was unclear if Kouch- 
ner was still in Tbilisi at 
the time of the bombing. 

Earlier on Sunday, Geor¬ 
gia offered Russia a cease¬ 
fire and peace talks, and 


pulled its troops back 
from the Russian-backed 
separatist region of South 
Ossetia in the face of mili- 
taiy muscle from Moscow.

Bolivian President Evo 
Morales easily won a recall 
vote yesterday, unofficial 
results and exit polls 
showed, but he will likely 
remain deadlocked with 
opponents of his leftist re¬ 
forms. 

A quick count of votes at a 
sample of stations by re¬ 
spected pollster Ipsos Apoyo 
showed Morales secured 
60.7 per cent support with 
80 per cent of ballots count¬ 
ed, private television chan¬ 
nel ATB reported. 

An exit poll by private TV 
channel Unitel said Morales 
won 60.12 per cent of the 
vote. Both results were 
sharply higher than the 53.7 
per cent margin by which 
Morales was elected in De¬ 
cember 2005. 

“The initial reading is the 
political crisis and tension 
in the country is going to 
deepen greatly,” said 
Franklin Pareja, professor of 
political science at the state- 
run San Andres University 
in La Paz. 

“While the president has 
garnered a (strong) ... vote, 
the governors who are 
against the president have 
won votes that legitimize 
their own position and 


strengthen them,” he said, 
adding that implementing 
reforms would remain a bat¬ 
tle for Morales. 

Morales, a former coca 
farmer who is Bolivia's first 
Indian leader, hopes a victo- 
ly will allow him to forge 
ahead with changes like na¬ 
tionalizations, land redistri¬ 


bution and a constitution 
that aims to give more pow¬ 
er to the poor. 

But with Bolivia roiled by 
protests, and most of the 
governors expected to sur¬ 
vive, few people expect the 
recall vote to restore calm in 
South America's poorest 
country. 


“He's manipulating uned¬ 
ucated people and isn't car¬ 
ing for the middle classes,” 
said 40-year-old designer 
Roxana Bleichner after the 
unofficial results were an¬ 
nounced. 

Final official results are 
due in next few days.

Invisibility 
cloak closer: 
Scientists 

Scientists have created two 
new types of materials that 
can bend light the wrong 
way, creating the first step 
toward an invisibility 
cloaking device. 

One approach uses a type 
of fishnet of metal layers to 
reverse the direction of 
light, while another uses 
tiny silver wires, both at the 
nanoscale level. Both are so- 
called metamaterials — ar¬ 
tificially engineered struc¬ 
tures that have properties 
not seen in nature, such as 
negative refractive index. 

The two teams were 
working separately under 
the direction of Xiang 
Zhang of the Nanoscale Sci¬ 
ence and Engineering Cen¬ 
ter at the University of Cali¬ 
fornia, Berkeley with U.S. 
government funding. One 
team reported its findings in 
the journal Science and the 
other in the journal Nature. 

Immediate applications 
might be superior optical 
devices, Valentine said. 

“However, cloaking may 
be something that this ma¬ 
terial could be used for in 
the future,” he said, reuters

The Ontario govern¬ 
ment’s recent commitment 
to protect 50 per cent of its 
intact boreal forest offers 
further hope that govern¬ 
ments are getting serious 
about protecting the planet. 

On July 14, Ontario Pre¬ 
mier Dalton McGuinty 
committed to preserve 
225,000 square kilometres 
of northern boreal forest 
under the province’s Far 
North Planning Initiative. 
It’s a significant commit¬ 


ment, and it’s something 
more than 1,500 of the 
world’s scientists had 
asked for, including us. 

The boreal forest 
stretches across the north¬ 
ern part of Canada, touch¬ 
ing almost every province 
and territory and covering 
35 per cent of the coun¬ 
try’s total land mass. It 
represents about one third 
of the world’s circumpolar 
boreal system and one 
quarter of all intact forests 
remaining on the planet. 

The region sup¬

With this announcement, 
Ontario has taken an impor¬ 
tant and courageous step, 
one that we hope other 
provinces will follow. For ex¬ 
ample, Quebec has protected 
less than five per cent of its 
own boreal forest, and al¬ 
though it has plans to in¬ 
crease this, it has yet to make 
a commitment as visionary 
as Ontario’s. 

The recent attention gov¬ 
ernments have been pay¬ 
ing to the environment are 
positive signs. But success¬ 
ful conservation efforts 
can’t be limited to aspira- 
tional goals announced at 
news conferences. We all 
have a responsibility to 
make sure governments live 
up to their commitments.

And this 
time, all major manufactur¬ 
ers are on the shrink-the- 
plastic and save-the-planet 


bandwagon. 

But just how eco-friendly 
are these less-is-more prod¬ 
ucts?

Paddy makes it a double 

Harrington claims PGA Championship after winning British Open last month 


Irishman Padraig Harring¬ 
ton putted superbly over 
the dosing stretch to seal 
his second consecutive ma¬ 
jor title with a two-shot vic¬ 
tory at the PGA 
Championship yesterday. 

One month after success¬ 
fully defending his British 
Open crown at Royal Birlc- 
dale, Harrington held off 
the challenge of playing 
partner Sergio Garcia and 
American Ben Curtis with a 
four-under-par 66 at Oak¬ 
land Hills Country Club. 

The Irishman edged 
ahead by sinking a 10-foot 
birdie putt at the par-three 
17th before ramming in a 
15-footer to save par at the 
last for a three-under total 
of 277. 

“I knew that I had the op¬ 
portunity to get the putt in 


first,” Harrington told re¬ 
porters of his birdie on the 
17th green where Spaniard 
Garcia struck his tee shot to 
four feet. 

“That was important. I 
knew if I holed it, I probably 
would win the PGA. If I 
missed, Sergio would proba¬ 
bly win the PGA. So it was 
down to that and I hit a 
lovely putt. I read it exactly 
how I wanted it and it did 
exactly what I expected.” 

Harrington became the 
first European to win the 
tournament in 78 years, 
since Scottish-bom Tommy 
Armour won in 1930. 

He also became the fourth 
player after Walter Hagen, 
Nick Price and Tiger Woods 
to win the British Open and 
PGA Championship back-to-

Records falling fast in the pool 

American Phelps claims second gold in Beijing as team sets a new world standard 


Michael Phelps dodged a 
bullet to collect his second 
gold medal and stay on 
course for a possible eight 
on an incredible record- 
breaking day at the Water 
Cube early this morning at 
the Beijing Olympics. 

Phelps joined his Ameri¬ 
can teammates Garret We- 
ber-Gale, Cullen Jones and 
Jason Lezak to smash the 
4x100 metre freestyle relay 
after a breathtaking strug¬ 
gle with France that threat¬ 
ened to sink his chances of 
breaking Mark Spitz’s 
record of seven golds at a 
single Olympics. 

France looked to have 
the gold in the bag when 
they led by half a body 
length with one lap to go 
but Jason Lezak over¬ 
hauled Alain Bernard on 


the last stroke to win the 
gold in three minutes 
08.24 seconds and carve 
nearly four seconds off the 
previous record, that was 
set yesterday. 

Eamon Sullivan also 
claimed the individual 
world record in the same 
race when he led the Aus¬ 
tralian team off in 47.24, 
wiping 0.26 off Bernard’s 
record. The Australians fin¬ 
ished third, while Canada 

— led by Brent Hayden of 
Mission, B.C., who with¬ 
drew from the 200-metre 
freestyle semifinals to save 
his strength for the relay 

— placed sixth. 

Japan’s Kosulce Kitajima 
broke the world record to 
win the men’s 100 breast¬ 
stroke gold while Zimbab¬ 
we’s Kirsty Coventry broke 


Natalie Coughlin’s world 
record in the semifinals of 
the 100 backstroke. 

Australia’s women 
grabbed their second gold 
in the pool when Libby 
Trickett won the 100 but¬ 
terfly final while Rebecca 
Adlington scored a surprise 
win in the 400 metres 
freestyle to provide Britain 
with their first female 
swimming gold medallist 
in nearly half a century. 

Adlington stormed 
home on the last lap to 
overhaul American Katie 
Hoff and win the gold in 
4:03.22 seconds. 

Hoff held on to take the 
silver in 4:03.29 while 
Joanne Jackson provided 
Britain with a second 
medal when she finished 
third in 4:03.52. reuters

Office eating need 
not be unhealthy

Eating healthy at work 
doesn’t seem easy. Stress, 
lack of time and too much 
work means many people 
settle for fatty, sugar-laden 
fast food or till up on junk 
food in between meals. 

Yet Ali J. Chemoff, a Van¬ 
couver-based nutritionist 
and registered dietician, 
suggests eating well at work 
doesn’t have to be a chore if 
you take the initiative and 
plan accordingly. 

The first place to start is 
portion sizes. Chernoff says 
most people simply eat too 
much food and offers a few 
techniques for eyeballing a 
correct portion size. 

For fruits and veggies, a 
single portion should be 
about as large as your fist. 
Meat servings should only 
be the size and thickness of 
your open palm. 

Using these guidelines, 
enormous restaurant por¬ 
tions should be a sobering 
experience but Chemoff 
says too many people con¬ 
tinue the trends they see in 
their own kitchens. 

“People tend to take 
restaurant portion sizes in¬ 
to their homes. It doesn’t 
take much to make up a 
serving so people end up 
eating too much,” Chemoff 
said. 

The need for quick, easy 
food while you’re working 
is undeniable, so Chemoff 
says the best strategy is to 
take one day out of each 


month to cook up a storm 
of your favourite dishes and 
freeze them, essentially 
making a stash of healthy 
fast meals you can take to 
work and heat up in the mi¬ 
crowave. 

Also, cutting out food al¬ 
together to “make up” for 
overeating in the past is a 
bad idea and skipping 
breakfast is a huge no-no 
because without it, you will 
be tired early and eat more 
in the long mn. 

“If you’re nutrient-de¬ 
prived your body is not 
functioning like it’s sup¬ 
posed to be,” Chemoff said. 

While many popular di¬ 
ets suggest eating drastical¬ 
ly fewer carbohydrates, the

tmth of the matter is that 
carbs are necessary fuel for 
your body. Like a car, if you 
don’t put enough fuel into 
the tank the engine won’t 
mn for long. If you find 
yourself feeling forgetful or 
unfocused at work, the 
problem could also be a 
lack of carbs. 

“The brain is fuelled by 
carbohydrates. You have to 


eat carbs otherwise you 
can’t really function — but 
you can eat better ones,” 
Chemoff said. 

Better carbs include 
brown rice, whole wheat 
pasta and plenty of fruits 
and veggies compared to 
the bad carbs generally 
found in processed foods. 

Healthy food can also 
help keep the body awake 
and energized so swap out 
refreshing water for your 
coffee or tea and bring a 
stash of fresh cut veggies to 
munch on at your desk. Stay 
away from candy bars and 
chips and instead squelch 
cravings by splitting your 
healthy meals up and eating 
them more often.

had a portable 20-foot-high 
trapeze made and landed 
their first gig within a few 
months.

She quit the following 
spring when the company 
was offered, in quick suc¬ 
cession, work on a TV 
show, a trip to Japan and a 
job with the Canadian 
Opera Company.

Comedian and actor Bernie 
Mac, who starred in one of 
U.S. TV’s few black sitcoms 
and appeared in the 
Ocean’s 11 movies, died in 
Chicago on Saturday after a 
bout with pneumonia. He 
was 50. 

Publicist Danica Smith 
confirmed the death in a 
statement but gave no fur¬ 
ther details. “We ask that 
his family’s privacy contin¬ 
ues to be respected,” she 
said. 

Reactions poured in 
from Hollywood, which 
was taken by surprise be¬ 
cause two days ago, Smith 
said he was “responding 
well to treatment” and re¬ 
mained in “stable condi¬ 
tion.” 

“The world just got a lit¬ 
tle less funny. He will be 
dearly missed,” said 
George Clooney, who 
starred with Mac in the 
Ocean’s trilogy of hit box 
office films. 

Mac was hospitalized in 
Chicago on Aug. 1, and 
Smith said then his illness 
was unrelated to a chronic 
tissue inflammation called 
sarcoidosis, which had 
been in remission since 
2005. 

The Chicago-born come¬ 
dian, whose given name 


was Bernard Jeffrey McCul¬ 
lough, was best known for 
his TV comedy The Bernie 
Mac Show, which ran for 
five seasons until 2006. 

Along with the Ocean’s 
capers, he appeared in 


movies such as comedy 
Guess Who and Mr. 3000. 
He recently worked on a 
new TV show Starting Un¬ 
der and an upcoming film 
Soul Men. 

“I reflect on my child¬ 


hood, my young adult¬ 
hood, the disappointments 
of life — the problems I 
brought on myself, the 
self-pity I went through be¬ 
fore I became a man,” he 
told Playboy magazine in

2003. 

Mac achieved national 
prominence after joining 
the Kings of Comedy stand- 
up tour in 1997 with Steve 
Harvey, D.L. Hughley and 
Cedric the Entertainer.

In 2001, The Bernie Mac 
Show debuted on Fox, 
drawing from Mac’s per¬ 
sonal life. He played a mar¬ 
ried stand-up comic reluc¬ 
tantly thrust into parent¬ 
hood when he takes cus¬ 
tody of his sister’s three 
children after she enters 
rehab.

Ensure your rec room ain't a wreck

A h! The humble 
Canadian base¬ 
ment!

Problem Solving 

Paint ceilings a lighter 
tone than walls to effec¬ 
tively raise perceived head 
height. It’s also important 
to keep ceiling lines sim¬ 
ple by removing Crown 
moulding and cornice. De 
fuss further by taking 
away picture and dado 
rails to stop your walls 
looking chopped up and 
therefore shallower. Opt 
for narrower skirting 
boards and paint the same 
colour as walls to help 
them blend in. 

Lighting 

Avoid overhead pen¬ 
dant lamps. A well 
planned project will still 
look wonderful with shal¬ 
low ceiling mounted 
tracks, side lighting, pot 
lights or wall washers. 

Flooring 


We avoid wooden floors 
in basements unless we‘re 
absolutely certain there’s 
no possibility of damp¬ 
ness. Carpet is potentially 
serviceable; however; 
while it’s tempting to se¬ 
lect all wool, we recom¬ 
mend choosing a product 
with a higher man-made 
content as it’s more re¬ 
silient to moisture and 
mould. That said, our pre¬ 
ferred lower level flooring 
option is tile. Whether 
slate, ceramic or stone, it 
provides a durable finish 
that is less likely to suc¬ 
cumb to damp problems 
than other options. 

Furniture 

Keep furnishings low 
slung to distract from ver¬ 
tically challenged rooms. 
Opt for long lean sofas 
with a comfy squashy feel 
and seek out designs that 
have shorter legs to pull 


the eye down further. 
Keeping basement level 
floor space as free as pos¬ 
sible will allow for good 
circulation so consider 
drawing a sectional mod¬ 
ular L shaped sofa against 
one wall, positioning oc¬ 
casional tables at either 
end and adding side 
mood lighting to create 
ambience. Or go funky 
retro! In a recent Vancou¬ 
ver rec’ room conversion 
we added BEAN BAGS and 
the results were fabulous.

Colour 

Limit bolder colour to 
easily changeable acces¬ 


sories and ornamentation. 
Applying stronger tones 
won’t only darken space, 
it will also limit design 
flexibility further down 
the line. 

Two For One 
Think, too, about multi 
purpose furniture (tables 
that act as storage chests, 
for example, or cubes that 
moonlight as seating) to 
squeeze optimum flexibil¬ 
ity from your family 
room. At the end of the 
day your space should be 
as multi-functional as pos¬ 
sible. So remember, for 
example, to incorporate 
surfaces where your chil¬ 
dren can do homework 
under close supervision 
while you catch up with 
your favourite DVD.

THE TV CRITIC VERSION OF 
STOCKHOLM SYNDROME: 

Given a choice of watching 
my own death, in slow mo¬ 
tion, set to a soundtrack of 
emo bands or an episode of 
The Hills, I’d choose the for¬ 
mer without a moment’s 
hesitation. 

Still, the mere existence 
of MTV’s hot hit “reality” 
show fascinates me to no 
end — but not enough to 
actually contemplate 
watching the thing. 

My suspicion is that, for 
TV critics and other people 
somehow concerned with 
the viability of the medium, 
knowing that The Hills is 
out there is like searching

Poniewozik has obviously 
penetrated much closer to 
the heart of The Hills’ ap¬ 
peal — an appeal that’s ob¬ 
viously there, though I’ve 


been utterly unable to di¬ 
vine its precise nature, or 
access any part of myself, 
past or present, that might 
have responded to The 
Hill’s very circumscribed 
but exhaustively chronicled 
slice of life. “It’s life, if you 
were young, lucky and 


beautiful and had your own 
cinematographer and 
sound-track curator,” 
Poniewozik insists. 

“If this is fake, maybe re¬ 
ality is overrated.” 

More to the point, it’s 
hard to imagine that other 
networks aren’t eager to
